In  January  we  had  our  first 
round  of  District  Fellowship  Con- 
ference. Attendance  and  the  Spirit 
were  great.

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preparation  and  producing  our 
Evangelism  TV  program  for  the 
simultaneous  revival  month  of 
April.  Then  in  April  each  church 
had  a  revival.  The  first  quarter  was 
filled,  something  almost  every  day 
or  night.  And  God  graciously 
rewarded  our  efforts. 

April,  May  and  June  embraced 
simultaneous  revivals,  Christian 
Workers  Institute,  Camp  Meeting 
and  Conference.  July  was  youth 
camp  month  with  General  Con- 
ference August  1  through  10  in 
Oklahoma  City.  Everyone  who 
remained  through  the  last  Wednes- 
day night  left  on  a  spiritual  high 
note,  for  God  was  in  that  sei"vice. 
From  there  the  spirit  of  forgiveness, 
love,  compassion,  and  unity  has 
spread  through  our  great  church. 
The  future  of  our  denomination  is 
great.  Just  as  great  as  the  promise 
of  God. 

In  our  overall  quadrennial 
reports,  both  conference  and 
general,  we  showed  the  greatest 
increase  in  souls  saved,  sanctified, 
filled  with  the  Holy  Ghost,  added 
to  the  church,  and  finance,  that  we 
have  ever  seen.  Even  though  some 
legislation  in  the  General  Confer- 
ence as  to  finance  was  passed  that 
would  greatly  retard  our  growth  as 
a  denomination,  I  believe  God  has 
directed  us  to  a  solution  whereby 
we  can  continue  to  support  World 
Missions,  Education,  Evangelism, 
and  each  department.  Details  have 
been  given  to  each  minister  and  will 
be  presented  at  each  quadrennial 
conference  this  year  for  approval.  I 
trust  this  Conference  will  ratify  the 
moratorium  and  consider  returning 
the  amount  we  receive  so  that  our 
overall  church  will  not  suffer,  and 
we  will  not  be  a  pai't  of  stifling  and 
retarding  the  growth  of  our 
denomination  or  conference.  In  this 
I  am  not  primarily  speaking  of 
numbers,  church  buildings  and  pro- 
grams. I  am  speaking  of  our 
responsibility  as  a  church  to 
adequately  spread  the  good  news  of 
Holiness,  and  Evangelizing  those 
areas  of  this  nation  and  conference 
where  we  do  not  have  a  church. 
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May  God  have  mercy  on  us  if  v 
teach  our  people  to  build  on 
within  the  four  walls  of  our  churc 
God  has  been  good  to  this  conf« 
ence.  We  have  a  financial  progra 
that  has  proven  for  some  twent 
five  years  that  it  works.  O 
churches  have  made  unusu 
progress  for  these  years.  O 
ministers  are  in  most  cases  ad 
quately  paid.  They  have  a  sol 
retirement  and  hospitalization  pr 
gram.  This  last  quadrennium  w 
the  best  in  our  history  with  2,4! 
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;rease  in  church  membership.  Our 
angelism,  World  Mission,  Educa- 
in,  W.  A.,  Benevolence,  and  Chris- 
n  Education  Departments  are  at 
all-time  high.  Thank  God  for  His 
!ssings.  We  now  have  a  founda- 
■n  on  which  to  work.  The  state, 
don  and  world  are  hungry  for 
r  message,  and  God  has  given  us  a 
few    Year    with    resources  un- 


touched" just  anxiously  waiting  for 
our  message.

IPTURAL  WARNINGS 

by  J.  Vinson  Ellenberg 


Itore  Jesus  returned  to  the 
He  told  His  disciples  what 
ipect  from  the  world,  saying, 
i  shall  lay  their  hands  on  you, 
persecute  you,  delivering  you 
"i   the   synagogues,   and  into 


prisons"  (Luke  21:12).  "And  ye 
shall  be  betrayed  both  by  parents, 
and  brethren,  and  kinsfolks,  and 
friends,  and  some  of  you  shall  they 
cause  to  be  put  to  death"  (Luke 
21:16).  The  first  275  years  of  the 
recorded  history  of  the  church 
shows  how  the  devil,  "as  a  roaring 
lion,"  sought  to  exterminate  the 
church;  but  "the  gates  of  hell  .  .  . 
did  not  prevail  against  it"  (Matthew 
16:18).  The  blood  of  the  mai'tyrs 
proved  to  be  the  seed  of  the 
church. 

With  equal  clarity,  Jesus  warns 
us  of  the  assaults  of  the  devil,  as  an 
angel  of  light,  against  the  church  in 
the  "last  days"  saying,  "There  shall 
arise  .  .  .  false  prophets,  and  shall 
show  great  signs  and  wonders;  inso- 
much that  if  it  were  possible,  they 
shall  deceive  the  very  elect" 
(Matthew  24:24;  2  Corinthians 
11:13-15).  Christ  speaks  of  false 
prophets  endeavoring  to  enter  the 
kingdom  by  saying,  "Lord,  Lord, 
have  we  not  prophesied  in  thy 
name?  .  .  .  and  in  thy  name  have 
done  many  wonderful  works?" 
Jesus  did  not  dispute  their  claims 
but  said,  "I  never  knew  you:  depart 
from  me,  ye  that  work  iniquity" 
(Matthew  7:21-23).  Christ  warns  us 
against  attending  meetings  led  by 
spurious  characters,  saying,  "If  they 
shall  say  unto  you.  Behold  he  is  in 
the  desert;  go  not  forth;  behold,  he 
is  in  the  secret  chamber;  believe  it 
not"  (Matthew  24:26).  Thus,  Christ 
forbids  our  attending  or  believing  in 
religious  services  conducted  by 
spurious  characters  (Matthew 
24:26).  Paul  declares  that  deceivers 
of  the  "last  days"  will  promote 
their  deception  by  Satanic  miracles 
(Exodus  7:11,  22;  8:7;  2  Timothy 
3:7,  8).  The  Apostle  John  declares 
if  we  entertain  false  teachers  in  our 
homes  or  bid  them  Godspeed,  we 
are  partakers  of  their  evil  deeds  (2 
John  10,  11).  The  most  dangerous 
falsehoods  are  usually  labeled 
scriptural  truths. 

The  so-called  outpouring  of  the 
Holy  Spirit  in  the  Charismatic  and 
Ecumenical  Movements  is  not  an 
extension  and  continuation  of  the 
truths  taught  by  the  founding 
fathers  of  our  Church.  The  great 
need  of  the  Church  is  not  denomi- 
national union  in  one  great 
Ecumenical  body  but  the  unity  of 
the  Spirit;  the  scriptural  kind  that  is 
found  by  traveling  the  "narrow 
way"  to  "Mount  Calvary,"  and 
thereby  faith  in  His  blood  have  the 
"Old     Man"    crucified  (Romans 


6:1-6;  Hebrews  13:12,  13);  then 
hasten  in  spirit  to  the  "Upper 
Room"  and  let  Jesus  do  what  John 
the  Baptist  said  He  would  do, 
"Baptize  you  with  the  Holy  Ghost, 
and  with  fire"  (Matthew  3:11), 
which  is  the  crowning  glory  of  His 
Church  (John  14:16,  17).  This  is 
the  Biblical  way  to  scriptural  unity, 
"They  were  all  with  one  accord" 
(Acts  2:1-4). 

The  False  Prophet,  the  Prime 
Minister  of  the  Antichrist,  will 
organize  all  false  religions  into  a 
great  world-wide  "ecumenical 
movement"  supported  by  Satanic 
miracles  (Revelation  16:13;  19:20; 
20:10).  Christ  has  for  His  Bride  a 
pure  Church  (Ephesians  5:25-29). 
The  Antichrist  has  for  his  wife  the 
apostate  church  (Revelation  17:3, 
4).  The  actions  of  some  groups  are 
sowing  the  seed  that  will  germinate 
and  help  develop  the  united  church 
of  Antichrist.  A  strong  delusion 
leading  people  to  believe  a  lie  and 
be  damned  is  God's  judgment  upon 
those  who  "receive  not  the  love  of 
the  truth"  (John  5:43;  2  Thessa- 
lonians  2:3-12).  The  three  unclean 
spirits  like  frogs  that  come  out  of 
the  mouths  of  Hell's  unholy  trinity 
will  possess  miracle-working  power 
to  deceive  and  recruit  people  for 
the  Battle  of  Armageddon. 
Commerce,  politics,  and  religion  are 
the  controlling  passions  of 
humanity.  It  is  likely  the  Devil  will 
manifest  his  miracle-working  power 
in  the  area  of  commerce,  the  Anti- 
christ in  the  area  of  politics,  and 
the  False  Prophet  in  the  area  of 
religion  (Revelation  16:12-16). 
Jesus  declared  that  a  wicked  and 
adulterous  generation  "seeks  after 
signs"  (Matthew  16:4).  It  is  said  of 
John  the  Baptist  that  he  "did  no 
miracle"  (John  10:41).  Jesus 
declared  John's  greatness  in  these 
words:  "Among  them  that  are  born 
of  women,  there,  hath  not  risen  a 
greater  than  John  the  Baptist" 
(Matthew  11:11). 

There  are  likely  many  good 
people  who  have  been  ensnared  by 
the  "wiles  of  the  devil"  (Joshua 
9:1-14;  Ephesians  6:11).  Probably, 
Simon,  the  sorcerer,  had  ensnared 
some  good  people  in  Samaria,  but 
Peter  came  to  their  rescue  (Acts 
8:9-23).  Spiritual  rescue  work  in 
this  area  is  not  easy,  but  woe  unto 
us  if  we  shrink  from  our  scriptural 
responsibility  (Ezekiel  33:1-6;  Jude

The  Reverend  Jackie  E.  Scott, 
pastor  of  the  Farmville  Pentecostal 
Holiness  Church  was  killed  late 
Monday  afternoon,  January  9, 
1978,  when  the  car  he  was  driving 
was  hit  by  a  logging  truck  near 
Greenville,  N.  C.  Funeral  services 
were  conducted  the  following 
Wednesday  afternoon  at  two 
o'clock  at  the  Wilkerson  Funeral 
Home  in  Greenville  by  Reverend  J. 
Doner  Lee,  Superintendent  of  the 
N.  C.  Conference  of  the  Pentecostal 
Holiness  Church,  and  Reverend 
Elton  Lancaster,  pastor  of  Goshen 
Pentecostal  Holiness  Church  near 
Faison.  Interment  was  in  Martin 
Memorial  Gardens  near  Williams- 
ton. 

We  have  heard  the  expression  so 
many  times  "It  just  don't  make 
sense,"  "I  just  don't  get  it"  or 
"Why?"  We  read  about  crime,  sick- 
ness, deaths,  but  when  they  come 
home  to  us  we  say  why? 

Gideon  asked,  "Why  then  is  all 
this  befallen  us?"  (Judges  6:13.) 
Threshing  wheat  by  the  wine  press, 
to  hide  it  from  the  Midianites,  he 
said,  "Where  be  all  our  miracles  our 
fathers  told  us  of?"  To  Gideon  it 
did  not  make  sense. 

Elijah  stood  on  Mt.  Carmel  with 
the  prophets  of  Baal  and  told  them 
to  pray  loud.  He  laughed  at  them. 
In  the  evening  at  the  time  of  the

water.  He  bowed  his  head  and 
prayed  for  rain.  By  faith  he  heard 
the  sound  of  abundance  of  rain.

Elijah  fled  to 
the  wilderness,  hid  himself  and  said 
why?

One  way  to  bring  about  a  Revival  is 
through  Prayer.  Habakkuk  3:2,  "O 
Lord,  Revive  thy  work  in  the  midst 
of  the  years."  Psalm  85:2,  the 
Psalmist  Prays,  "Wilt  thou  not 
revive  us  again  that  thy  people  may 
rejoice  in  thee?" 

The  roots  of  prayer  are  found 
deep  in  the  needs  of  our  nature. 
This  must  be  said  at  once  because 
prayer  is  sometimes  thought  of  as 
something  that  has  no  essential 
relationship  to  our  life.  It  is 
thought  of  as  something  that  may 
be  restored  to  on  occasion  if  one 
chooses,  rather  than  something  that 
has  an  integral  relationship  to  our 
nature.  The  42nd  Psalm  speaks  to 
God  out  of  the  turbulence  of 
human  experience.  The  Psalmist  has 
no  doubt  that  prayer  is  a  deep- 
rooted  need  of  his  nature,  as  deep 
as  the  thirst  of  a  hunted  deer,  who 
stricken  and  panting,  seeks  a  stream 
where  it  can  quench  its  thirst. 
There  is  no  need  more  fundamental 
to  any  living  creature  than  that 
indicated  by  thirst.  If  this  need  is 
not  met,  nothing  else  can  matter. 
As  fundamental  as  the  deepest  need 
of  our  nature  is  Prayer.  "As  the 
hart  panteth  for  the  water  brooks, 
so  panteth  my  soul  after  thee,  O 
God."  Prayer  is  rooted  on  our  need 
of  affection  for  the  heart. 

The  Psalmist  speaks  about  his 
disquieted  spirit.  He  speaks  of  his 
soul  as  cast  down— "Why  art  thou 
cast  down,  O  my  soul?"  These 
words  strike  an  immediate  response 
in  all  of  us.  We  know  what  it  means 
to  be  cast  down  in  soul.  We  know 
what  it  means  to  be  dispirited, 
discouraged,  disquieted  for^  these 
are  common  human  experiences. 
We  are  prone  to  become  sluggish 
spiritually,  but  let's  keep  reminding 
ourselves  there  is  a  way  out.  Let's 
keep  asking,  "Why  are  we  cast 
down?"  Our  hope  is  in  God.  Paul 
says,  "I  can  do  all  things  through 


Christ  who  strengtheneth  me." 
Jesus  taught  in  very  optimistic 
terms.  "If  thou  canst  believe,  all 
things  are  possible  to  him  that 
believeth."  We  may  feel  weak  and 
inadequate,  but  if  we  can  open  our 
life  in  prayer  to  God  we  can  find 
the  adequacy  which  comes  from 
God  and  which  answers  the  need, 
deep-rooted  in  our  nature. 

There  can  be  no  real  zeal  in  the 
Church,  no  throb  of  joy  and 
purpose  in  our  lives  unless  we  go  to 
our  upper  room  like  they  did  on 
the  Day  of  Pentecost  and  stay  until 
the  living  spirit  has  possessed  us  and 
filled  us  afresh.  I  am  sure  when 
most  of  us  got  saved  years  ago 
people  went  to  the  altar  and  prayed 
until  heaven  was  brought  down  to 
man,  and  people  were  saved,  sancti- 
fied and  filled  with  the  Holy  Ghost 
and  Fire.  (What  holds  us  back?) 
Held  back  from  full  commitment  to 
Christ  and  His  Church. 

But  praise  God  I  feel  good  about 
our  Evangelism  Rallies  and  the 
month  of  April  "Simultaneous 
Revivals."  This  will  be  a  gi-eat  year 
for  all  of  us  because  He  will  pour 
out  His  blessing  upon  our  efforts.

SNOW  HILL 
BURNING! 


NOTE 


One  of  the  most  memorable 
homecomings  for  the  Snow  Hill 
Pentecostal  Holiness  Church  was 
held  November  5,  1977. 

On  January  29,  1967,  by  the 
authorization  of  Brother  J.  Doner 
Lee,  Conference  Superintendent, 
Brother  Norman  Butts  was  sent  to 
Snow  Hill  with  a  mobile  unit  to 
establish  what  is  known  today  as 
the  very  first  Pentecostal  Holiness 
Church  in  Greene  County.  Through 
prayer,  Brother  Norman  and  his 
family  along  with  ten  other  people 
united  and  organized  the  church. 
The  Lord  blessed,  souls  were  won 
and  the  membership  increased  to 
thirty-three.  Betty  Sullivan  agreed 
to  sell  to  the  church  the  land  and 
soon  after  the  foundation  of  the 
new  church  was  laid. 

Three  months  before  home- 
coming. Rev.  Ralph  Leggett, 
present  pastor  of  the  church, 
challenged  the  church  members  to 
do  something  special  for  home- 
coming. It  was  agreed  upon  to  raise 
enough  money  to  pay  the  church 
note   off   and   the  church  annex. 


Through  faith.  Brother  Leggett 
called  Brother  Lee  and  the  former 
pastors  and  invited  them  to  home- 
coming to  participate  in  a  church 
note  burning. 

Each  member  of  the  Sunday 
School  classes,  Lifeliners,  and 
Woman's  Auxiliary  began  to  work. 
Donations  were  taken  up,  bake 
sales  and  yard  sales  were  held  as 
well  as  a  supper  and  car  washes. 
Doughnuts  were  sold  by  several 
people,  but  Louis  Gaye  topped  the 
list.  He  was  nicknamed  "Mr. 
Doughnut"  for  having  sold  over 
1300  dozen  doughnuts. 

Homecoming  day  finally  arrived 
and  the  attendance  was  good. 
Fellowship  was  enjoyed  by  the 
members  and  invited  guests  as  we 
partook  of  the  food  spread  before 
us.  An  hour  of  singspiration  was 
held  by  invited  guests  and  members 
of  the  church. 

The  moment  finally  arrived  for 
the  ceremony  of  the  church  note 
burning.  Each  department  was 
called  to  the  front  as  they  pre- 
sented the  church  with  the  money 
they  raised.  The  report  is  as 
follows:

Funeral  services  were  conducted 
for  the  Reverend  Jerome  Hodges 
February  9,  1978  at  the  Johnson 
Funeral  Home  in  Rocky  Mount, 
North  Carolina  by  Rev.  W.  Harvey 
Morris,  Rev.  T.  O.  Todd  and  Rev.  J. 
Doner  Lee. 


Reverend  Jerome  Hodges  was 
born  March  9,  1893,  converted  at 
an  early  age,  and  in  November  of 
1915  joined  the  North  Carolina 
Conference.  He  served  several 
churches  between  1915  and  1923 
during  which  time  he  attended 
Falcon  Holiness  School. 

In  1918  he  became  Assistant 
Conference  Superintendent  and  in 
1923  became  Conference  Superin- 
tendent. He  served  as  Superintend- 
ent from  1923  until  1941,  during 
which  time  he  led  the  Conference 
through  some  of  its  darkest  hours. 
Money  was  short  and  the  churches 


were  few  and  small,  but  through  his 
great  life  and  leadership,  and  great 
goals,  he  helped  to  lay  the  solid 
foundation  on  which  our  Confer- 
ence is  built  today.  He  was  a  man 
of  sterling  character,  of  sound  judg- 
ment, and  of  a  solid  rock  founda- 
tion of  regeneration,  sanctification, 
baptism  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  divine 
healing,  and  the  soon  coming  of 
Jesus  Christ. 

The  Reverend  Jerome  Hodges 
was  one  of  the  finest  and  most 
respected  ministers  I  have  ever 
knov/n.  His  life  and  influence  will 
continue  to  speak  until  Jesus 
comes.

ie  1947  I  have  known  Mrs. 
a  McCartney.  But  until  1951 
I  joined  the  Conference  I 
knew  her  and  Brother 
;ney  as  ministers  who  had 
rred  from  Oklahoma,  and 
erving  well  here.  However, 
I  became  a  member  and 
both  of  them  personally,  I 
that  they  were  not  just  ordi- 
linisters,  but  a  special  kind  of 
losen  vessels.  I  watched  their 
together,     their  Superin- 


tendency  and  she  as  Treasurer  at 
the  Children's  Home  with  her 
special  love  for  children  and  under- 
privileged folk.  They  had  a  way  of 
raising  funds  for  the  home,  and 
were  responsible  for  the  funds 
raised  that  actually  began  the  first 
improvements  (as  far  as  new 
buildings)  toward  the  great 
buildings  and  campus  at  Falcon 
Children's  Home. 

In  1965  I  was  elected  as  Confer- 
ence Superintendent.  It  was  then 
that  I  began  to  have  real  ministerial 
relationship  with  them.  I  could  tell 
you  of  the  great  record  and  labors 
at  each  church,  but  God  has  the 
record,  and  together  today  they 
enjoy  their  reward. 


I  believe  Proverbs  31:10-31 
describes  this  good  woman  as  well 
as  anyone  I  have  ever  known.  For, 
she  lived  before  us  a  life  of  love  and 
labors.  Strength  and  honor  were  her 
clothing.  She  opened  her  mouth 
with  wisdom.  Her  tongue  was  the 
law  of  kindness.  She  looked  well  to 
the  ways  of  her  husband.  Her  bread 
was  not  the  bread  of  idleness,  but 
of  labors  of  love.  She  was  a  virtuous 
woman  whose  value  is  far  above 
rubies.  We  know  that  favour  is 
deceitful  and  beauty  is  vain,  but  a 
woman  that  feareth  the  Lord  shall 
be  praised. 

Her  husband  trusted  her,  her 
step-daughters,  foster  children,  sis- 
ters, brothers,  respected  and  loved 
her.  Many  children  and  destitute 
families  will  long  remember  her. 
This  host  of  fellow  ministers  and 
friends  show  their  love  and  respect. 
Her  daughter,  Jean,  Bishop  Williams, 
and  grandchildren  rise  up  and  call 
her  blessed;  for,  she  was  a  faithful 
lovingly  warrior,  who  fought  a  good 
fight,  and  finished  her  course. 
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Today  the  battle  is  over,  she  has 
won  her  crown,  and  is  now  with  the 
Lord.

MRS.  EUGENIA  McCARTNEY 
A  HELPER  OF  MANY 

The  sixteenth  chapter  of 
Romans  is  a  beautiful  example  of 
the  good  deeds  of  the  saints  being 
commended.  It  is  remai-kable  not 
only  for  its  commendation  of  the 
deeds  of  the  faithful,  but  for  the 
prominence  given  to  women.  The 
church  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  has 
been  blessed  from  its  inception  by 
the  labors  of  women  who  have 
given  faithfully  for  the  furtherance 
of  the  gospel.  The  history  of  the 
church  cannot  be  written  without  a 
record  of  the  faithful  army  of 
women  who  have  been  in  the  fore- 
front of  its  advancement. 

Mrs.  Eugenia  McCartney  was 
always  proud  of  the  part  women 
played  in  the  work  of  the  kingdom 
of  God.  She  was  actively  involved 
in  the  extension  of  the  church,  and 
she  led  others  in  Christian  service.  I 
think  that  the  words  of  Paul  con- 
cerning Phebe  in  Romans  16:1-2 
aptly  describe  the  life  and  contrib- 
ution of  this  good  woman  whose 
steps  were  ordered  by  the 
Lord-"  .  .  .  Phebe  OUR  SISTER,  A 
SERVANT  OF  THE 
CHURCH  ...  A  HELPER  OF 
MANY,  AND  OF  MYSELF 
ALSO."  Eugenia  McCartney  was  a 
servant  of  the  church,  a  helper  of 
many,  and  of  myself  also. 

When  Mrs.  McCartney  was  con- 
verted as  a  young  woman,  she  gave 
herself  to  God.  Little  did  she  know 
the  paths  into  which  God  would 
direct,  but  she  was  willing  to  follow 
Him  believing  that  where  the  Lord 
leads  He  also  provides.  Some  of  the 
miraculous  incidents  of  guidance 
and  provision  during  those  early 
years  in  Arkansas  would  startle  the 
unbelieving. 

She  served  the  church  as  an 
evangelist,  pastor,  pastor's  wife, 
treasurer  of  the  Falcon  Children's 
Home,  and  as  an  official  of  the 
Woman's  Auxiliary.  As  President  of 
the  North  Carolina  W.  A.  she 
helped  to  establish  auxiliaries  in  the 
churches  of  the  conference.  Even 
after  her  retirement  she  was  always 
active  in  the  local  auxiliary.  Mrs. 
McCartney  was  indeed  a  servant  of 
the  church. 

I  think  that  it  is  in  Paul's  state- 
ment of  Phebe  that  she  was  "a 
helper  of  many"  that  we  see  the 


heart  of  Mrs.  McCartney.  She  was  a 
woman  with  a  heart  full  of  love  and 
compassion  for  others.  I  do  not 
think  that  I  have  ever  seen  anyone 
with  more  genuine  concern  for 
people  in  need.  She  possessed  the 
heart  of  a  mother.  Children  were 
her  special  concern.  She  could  sense 
the  need  in  others,  and  she  always 
reached  out  to  help.  When  she  saw 
children  in  need,  she  stopped  to 
help  them.  When  she  saw  children 
with  possibilities,  she  challenged 
and  encouraged  them.  When  she 
saw  children  with  learning  disabil- 
ities, she  gave  her  time  to  them. 
When  children  needed  clothing,  she 
took  old  clothes  and  provided  gar- 
ments to  wear.  There  are  many  in 
life  who  have  been  blessed  and 
helped  by  this  good  woman.  Only 
the  books  of  eternity  will  reveal  the 
vast  number  whom  she  helped. 

She  was  a  servant  of  the  church. 
She  was  a  helper  of  many.  She  was 
also  a  help  to  the  ministry.  Paul 
says  of  Phebe  that  she  was  a  helper 
of  "myself  also."  Mrs.  McCartney 
was  a  great  supporter  of  the  minis- 
ter. Some  of  those  saved  in  her 
meetings  entered  the  ministry,  and 
today  they  are  preaching  the  gos- 
pel. She  supplied  the  funds  to  keep 
a  young  ministerial  student  in 
Holmes  Bible  College.  She  worked 
with  and  encouraged  another  until 
he  was  ordained  and  successfully 
pastoring. 

But  this  "myself  also"  is  more 
personal.  In  the  eight  years  that  I 
have  served  as  her  pastor,  she  was  a 
tremendous  help  to  me  and  to  my 
family.  Words  cannot  express  my 
feelings  for  the  friend  that  she  has 
been  to  me.  Her  words  of  encour- 
agement, her  words  of  wisdom,  her 
sharing  of  books  were  a  blessing  to 
me.  Blessed  is  the  minister  who  has 
such  a  friend  as  Mrs.  McCartney. 

She  walked  among  us  believing 
that  the  "steps  of  a  good  man  are 
ordered  by  the  Lord."  She  moved 
with  grace  and  dignity.  Her  steps 
were  often  in  the  places  where  no 
one  else  would  go— the  place  of 
gi-eatest  need.  She  passed  through 
life  with  a  heart  full  of  compassion 
and  with  her  hands  extended  to 
help. 

The  world  thinks  it  foolish  for  a 
person  to  give  so  much  of  them- 
selves to  others,  but  the  deeds  of 
the  righteous  are  not  forgotten. 
Those  who  have  been  helped  will 
remember  her  many  acts  of  kind- 
ness. Romans  16  is  not  only  a 
commendation,  it  is  a  prophecy  of 
that  day  when  God  shall  open  the 


books  and  everyone  will  receive  of 
the  deeds  done  in  the  body.  I 
wonder  if  at  the  top  of  the  page  for 
Mrs.  Eugenia  McCartney  there  will 
be  the  heading,  "A  SERVANT  OF 
THE  CHURCH  AND  A  HELPER 
OF  MANY."  I  think  that  there  will 
be  many  on  that  celestial  shore  who 
will  say,  "AND  OF  MYSELF 
ALSO."

On  January  23,  1978  at  about 
5:30  in  the  evening  the  gentle  voice 
of  a  loving  Saviour  whispered  to  the 
heart  of  Mrs.  C.  R.  McCartney  and 
said,  "Come  Home."  Thus  she 
stepped  quietly  from  the  frail  lump 
of  clay  to  the  bosom  of  the  Lord 
and  Saviour. 

The  major  part  of  her  69  years 
had  been  spent  in  the  serving  of  her 
King.  Some  few  months  ago  while 
out  walking  her  little  dogs,  that 
voice  had  said,  "Get  your  house  in 
order,  I  am  going  to  call  you 
home."  She  proceeded  immediately 
to  do  as  she  was  told.  She  literally 
went  into  the  house  and  started  the 
process  of  straightening  papers, 
placing  them  in  order  and  every 
other  thing  that  needed  adjustment. 
She  had  set  her  spiritual  house  in 
order  many  years  prior  to  this  time. 
She  lived  a  life  of  service  from  the 
day  she  gave  her  heart  to  God.  Her 
service  to  Him  had  taken  her  from 
Arkansas  to  North  Carolina.  She 
worked  for  the  Master  when  she 
hardly  got  enough  to  sustain  life. 
She  did  this  in  her  ministry,  and  in 
her  service  to  the  homeless  and 
destitute.  She  was  a  preacher, 
teacher,  social  worker,  a  lover  of 
the  homeless  and  a  friend  to  all 
mankind. 

Her  funeral  was  conducted  in 
Culbreth  Memorial  Church  at 
Falcon  where  she  held  her  member- 
ship. Her  pastor.  Rev.  James  D. 
Leggett,  her  former  Superin- 
tendent, Rev.  W.  Eddie  Morris,  and 
her  Superintendent  at  the  time  of 
her  death.  Rev.  J.  Doner  Lee  had 
charge  of  her  funeral. 

Her  daughter,  Bonnie  Jean  and 
her  family,  her  adopted  daughter, 
Lona  Mae  and  foster  daughter, 
Edith  Ann  were  all  present  along 
wath  a  host  of  friends  to  mourn 
their  loss  and  at  the  same  time  to 
rejoice  at  her  homegoing.  She  had 
expressed  a  desire  to  go  and  be  with 
the  Lord  many  times  during  her 
sickness.

When  Brother  Collins  called  and 
asked  me  to  write  the  Evangelism 
Page  for  this  issue  of  the  Evangel,  I 
may  have  turned  him  down  if  I  had 
taken  the  time  to  think  of  how 
little  time  I  had  before  the  article 
was  due  in  the  Office. 

There  are  three  things  which  I 
would  like  to  write  about.  First 
since  it  is  Simultaneous  Revival 
Time  I  wanted  to  give  a  brief 
message  on  the  urgency  of  this 
hour.  While  praying  about  this  I 
seemed  impressed  of  God  to  use  as 
a  basis  for  this  thought  from  2 
Kings  7:9,  "THIS  IS  A  DAY  OF 
GOOD  TIDINGS,  AND  WE  HOLD 
OUR  PEACE."  Do  you  not  feel 
how  cogent  that  challenge  is  for  us, 
and  for  the  whole  Christian 
Church?  Think  of  the  dramatic, 
incredible  tidings  that  were  com- 
mitted to  the  Church  once  for  all 
more  than  nineteen  hundred  years 
ago.  What  did  those  men  then 
preach?  They  preached  one  thing, 
and  one  thing  only — and  it  was  not 
an  idea,  it  was  a  fact;  it  was  not 
vague  uplift,  or  beautiful  phrases. 


or  ethical  commonplaces,  or 
theories  of  life,  (these  are  what 
Christianity  in  many  minds  is  iden- 
tified with  today),  it  was  Jesus  and 
the  Resurrection.  In  other  words,  it 
was  God's  victory,  not  in  hope,  and 
dream,  and  fancy,  but  in  history, 
over  all  the  powers  of  evil.  It  was 
the  discovery  that  if  you  crucify 
justice  and  righteousness  and  love, 
and  trample  them  beneath  your 
feet,  they  will  certainly  rise  from 
the  dead  the  third  day.  The  world 
today  preaches  ideologies;  here  is 
something  better,  here  is  fact,  and  a 
fact  on  which  every  boastful,  ironi- 
cal ideology  shall  break  itself  in 
pieces.  THIS  IS  THE  GOOD  NEWS 
FOR  TODAY. 

Think  of  the  story.  That  the 
God  who  made  the  universe  and 
sways  the  stars  should  take  Himself 
a  human  body,  and  tread  the  dusty 
places  of  this  low  earth,  not  a 
disguised  divinity,  but  veritably  a 
man.  This  is  in  all  conscience  star- 
tling enough.  But  that  God  should 
be  the  jest  and  sport  of  an  ignorant, 
vindictive  rabble;  that  He,  encoun- 
tering the  concentrated  might  of 
the  malignant  machinations  of  the 
devil,  should  pass  down  into  the 
valley  of  the  shadow;  that  He 
should  turn  the  Cross  on  which 
they  hanged  Him,  battered  and 
broken  and  outwardly  defeated, 
into  the  supreme  triumph  of  his- 
tory, and  a  throne;  that  having 
tasted  the  ultimate  bitterness  and 
severity  of  death.  He  should  then 
break  the  bands  of  the  grave,  and 
smite  man's  last  enemy,  and  trium- 
phantly vindicate  righteousness  for 
ever.

CLASS  IN  GREENVILLE 
AREA 

Seven  Greenville  area  churches, 
St.  Paul,  Faith,  Greenville  First, 
Bethel,  Carson  Memorial,  Grimes- 
land  and  Hopewell  cooperated  in  an 
annual  Sunday  School  Teacher 
Training  Program.  Cooperative 
teacher  training  programs  are  not 
new  to  this  area;  what  is  different, 
however,  is  the  extent  of  participa- 
tion and  the  manner  in  which  the 
course  was  conducted.  Taught  on 
five  consecutive  Monday  nights 
from  7-9  this  effort,  which  had  the 
support  and  encouragement  of  pas- 
tors and  superintendents,  had  an 
average  attendance  of  53  people  of 
whom  44  successfully  completed 
the  course  for  certification. 

East  Carolina  University  profes-

The 
Morehead  Award  program  is  the 
largest  and  most  prestigious  scholar- 
ship program  of  its  kind  for  under- 
graduate students  in  American  Col- 
leges and  universities  today; 
designed  after  the  Rhodes  Scholar- 
ship of  Oxford,  England. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  schol- 
arship stipend,  Morehead  Scholars 
are  offered  summer  programs  each 
year    such   as   outdoor  leadership 


schools,  public  agencies  and  private 
companies  studies  and  independent 
travel  study  opportunities  abroad. 

The  Awards  Program  was  estab- 
lished in  1945  by  the  late  John 
Motley  Morehead,  an  1891  grad- 
uate of  the  University  of  Chapel 
Hill.

HOLLY  HILL  DEDICATES 
PARSONAGE 


The  Holly  Hill  Pentecostal  Holi- 
ness Church  congregation  dedicated 
their  new  parsonage  on  Sunday, 
April  9,  1978.  Rev.  Ralph  Johnson, 
Treasurer  of  the  N.  C.  Conference 
of  the  Pentecostal  Holiness  Church, 
was  the  invited  speaker  for  the 
dedication  service.  Approximately 
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50  attended  the  dedication  and 
open  house  which  followed. 

The  parsonage  construction  was 
begun  in  July,  1976,  at  which  time 
Rev.  Allen  Weaver  was  the  pastor  of 
the  church.  The  house,  which  is  of 
traditional  styling,  features  a  large 
family  room  with  a  fireplace, 
formal  living  and  dining  areas, 
kitchen  and  nook  combination, 
utility  room,  three  nice  bedrooms, 
two  full  baths,  foyer,  and  a  single- 
car  garage.  A  special  feature  of  the 
house  is  the  pastor's  study  with 
built-in  shelving.  The  study  is 
situated  at  one  end  of  the  house 
with  an  outside  entrance.  The 
house  is  carpeted  throughout  with 
the  exception  of  vinyl  flooring  in 
the  foyer,  kitchen  and  utility  areas 
and  ceramic  flooring  in  the  bath- 
rooms. The  decor  inside  the  home 
is  enhanced  by  wallpaper  and 
paneling. 

The  house  is  located  in  Stewart 
Park,  Vanceboro,  and  covers 
approximately  1,800  square  feet  of 
living  space.  The  home  is  heated 
and  cooled  by  a  heat  pump.  The 
home  cost  the  church  approxi- 
mately $30,000  to  construct;  how- 
ever, it  is  valued  at  nearly  $60,000. 
The  church  borrowed  $27,000 
from  the  N.  C.  Conference  toward 
this  construction  and  now  has  an 
indebtedness  of  $25,800. 

The  people  of  the  church  have 
worked  hard  to  see  this  facility 
completed.  The  building  committee 
was  Jimmie  Morris,  Chairman; 
Linly  Morris,  John  Waters,  Reuben 
Barrow,  Mrs.  Sallie  Morris,  Mrs. 
Sharon  Mills,  Mrs.  Linda  Thomas, 
along  with  the  pastor.  Labor  on  the 
church,  other  than  the  one  hired 
carpenter,  was  donated  by  the 
members  of  the  church  along  with 
the  former  pastor  who  worked  tire- 
lessly to  have  this  house  built. 

The  lot  on  which  the  house  is 
located  was  donated  to  the  church 
by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Jimmie  Morris.  The 
Woman's  Auxilary  of  the  church 
raised  funds  to  purchase  the  stove, 
dishwasher,  draperies,  storm  doors 
and  windows,  shutters,  and 
shrubbery. 

Many  of  the  finishing  touches  to 
the  house  have  been  added  by  the 
present  pastor.  Rev.  Bruce  Avery, 
and  his  wife.  Sue.  They,  along  with 
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their  lovely  girls — Tammy,  Renae, 
and  Grace— make  the  parsonage  not 
just  a  house  but  a  HOME! 

Praise  be  to  God  who  has  helped 
this  dream  become  a  reality.  With- 
out His  leadership,  guidance,  and 
provision  such  a  dedication  could 
not  have  been  enjoyed  by  the  Holly 
Hill  congregation. 


BELFAST  AND

The  ladies  of  Greenleaf  Pente- 
costal Holiness  Church  and  Belfast 
Pentecostal  Holiness  Church  in 
Goldsboro  came  together  jointly  on 
Friday  and  Saturday,  March  3  and 
4  for  a  teaching  seminar.  Belfast

The  speaker  on  Friday  night  was 
Mrs.  Faye  Weeks  who  spoke  on 
"How  Great  Thou  Art."  She 
emphasized  how  great  God  was  and 
how  we  should  sing  praises  to  Him 
constantly.  She  cited  references  in 
the  Bible  on  how  we  can  know  the 
greatness  of  God.  In  Genesis,  the 
book  of  beginnings,  God  created 
the  heaven  and  the  earth.  He  stands 
at  the  head  of  all  existence.  It  is 
through  the  beauty  of  His  creation 
that  we  feel  and  know  the  power  of 
God.  Then  God  gave  us  examples  of 
great  men  to  follow  as  Abraham, 
Moses,  Joshua,  Job  and  David.  He 
then  sent  His  son,  Jesus,  in  the 
world  to  become  our  Saviour.  He 
also  sent  the  Holy  Spirit  to  be  our 
Comforter.  And  He  has  prepared  a 
Holy  City,  the  New  Jerusalem,  for 
those  whose  names  are  written  in 
the  Lamb's  book  of  life. 

The  Friday  night  session  was 
ended  with  a  time  for  testimony 
and  praise.  We  just  thank  the  Lord 


for  the  testimonies  from  those 
ladies.  Many  testified  to  having 
been  saved  for  many,  many  years 
and  the  walk  with  God  became 
sweeter  everyday. 

On  Saturday  morning  the  ladies 
reassembled  for  study  and  fellow- 
ship. The  Reverend  Mrs.  Margaret 
Russell  spoke  on  the  "Women  of 
the  Bible."  She  began  with  the 
creation  of  Eve.  God  made  Adam 
but  there  was  not  found  an  help 
meet  for  him  and  God  caused  a 
deep  sleep  to  come  over  him  and 
took  one  of  his  ribs  and  made 
woman.  She  was  not  made  out  of 
his  head  to  surpass  him,  nor  from 
his  feet  to  be  trampled  on,  but 
from  his  side  to  be  equal  to  him 
and  near  his  heart  to  be  dear  to 
him. 

She  presented  other  women  as 
Abraham's  wife  Sarah.  It  was 
interesting  that  nearly  all  the 
women  mentioned  in  the  Bible 
were  beautiful  and  Sarah  was  a 
great  example.  God  wondrously 
blessed  Sarah  with  a  son,  Isaac. 

The  Hebrews  put  tremendous 
importance  on  mothers  because  as 
the  kings  were  presented  in  the  Old 
Testament  it  nearly  always 
mentioned  their  mothers.  Perhaps 
the  mother  that  we  are  most 
familiar  with  is  Mary,  the  mother  of 
Jesus.  The  angel  told  Mary  that  she 
was  highly  favored.  And  we  sing 
and  write  about  her  even  today. 

Mrs.  Russell  also  cited  examples 
of  women  in  the  Bible  who  were 
never  called  by  their  name  as: 
Noah's  wife.  Lot's  wife,  the  lady 
who  cast  in  her  last  two  mites, 
Peter's  mother-in-law,  and  the 
widow  who  gave  Elijah  her  last  bit 
of  bread. 

After  a  coffee  break,  Mrs.  Ruth 
Moore,  Dean  of  Carter  Bible 
College,  spoke  on  "Contemporary 
Problems  of  Women  Today"  and 
specifically  the  problem  of  libera- 
tion or  equal  rights.  She  gave  us  the 
history  of  the  women's  liberation 
movement.  It  began  in  the  United 
States  in  the  last  Nineteenth 
Century  with  women  petitioning 
the  Congress  to  pass  an  amendment 
giving  women  equal  rights  with  men 
and  the  right  to  vote.  This  was 
passed.  Today,  women  are  pushing 
for  a  similar  equal  rights  amend- 
ment to  be  passed.  Dean  Moore 
spoke  on  the  evils  of  this  particular 
amendment. 

Liberation  really  began  in  the 
Bible  in  Isaiah  14:12  when  Satan 
wanted  equal  rights  with  God.  Then 
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Satan  told  Eve  that  if  she  ate  of 
fruit  of  the  tree  of  the  knowlei 
of  good  and  evil  that  she  would  j 
surely  die,  but  would  be  equal  w 
God. 

Dean  Moore  said  that  the  us^ 
the  term  liberation  should  mt 
being  liberated  from  fear.  She  tl 
cited  examples  of  women  be 
liberated  in  the  Bible:  the  won 
at  the  well,  the  woman  v> 
anointed  the  head  of  Jesus  with  i 
the  woman  taken  in  adultery,  i 
the  women  with  an  issue  of  blc 
for  twelve  years.  Jesus  liberals 
each  of  these  women  from  fear. 

It  was  agreed  that  man  should 
the  head,  but  the  woman  is  i 
neck  and  the  head  cannot  m( 
without  the  neck.  So  women 
important  today  to  help  carry 
God's  work  and  also  to  man.  I 
must  remember,  however,  tl 
woman  was  created  to  be  a  h 
meet  for  man. 

At  noon  on  March  4  lunch  v 
prepared  and  the  ladies  of  the  tA\ 
churches  enjoyed  fellowshippi 
and  spreading  God's  love.  Whai 
joyous  seminar!  We  trust  that  thii! 
just  the  beginning  of  permitti 
God  to  work  through  the  women 
the  Church.

Of  course,  he  was 
up-to-date,  but  he  wanted  to  be 
sure.  This  was  his  life,  to  be  honest, 
straight  forward,  and  exemplify  the 
life  of  a  true  minister  of  the  Gospel. 
He  could  say  on  his  last  day  on 
earth  along  with  the  Apostle  Paul, 
"I  have  fought  a  good  fight,  I  have 
finished  my  course,  I  have  kept  the 
faith."  "This  is  it,"  he  said,  and  he 
went  home  to  be  with  the  Lord. 

May  God  bless  Mrs.  Nora, 
daughters,  Jeanette  and  Juanita, 
may  He  comfort  and  fill  the  vacant 
place  as  He  alone  can  do.  And  may 
we  all  so  live,  so  when  that  day 
comes,  we  can  meet  this  our  loved 
one  and  fellow  minister.

Funeral  services  were  conducted 
for  Rev.  D.  F.  (Dave)  Fulcher  at  the 
Pentecostal  Holiness  Church,  First 
Avenue,  Vanceboro,  N.  C.  on  April 
12,  1978  by  his  Pastor,  Rev. 
Conrad  Hall,  Rev.  W.  Eddie  Mon-is 
and  Rev.  Ralph  R.  Johnson.  He  is 
survived  by  his  wife,  Nora  Tripp 
Fulcher,  two  daughters,  Mrs. 
Jeanette  F.  Boyd  of  Ernul,  N.  C. 
and  Mrs.  Juanita  F.  Hartley,  Ernul, 
N.  C.  One  brother,  Mr.  Johnny 
Fulcher  and  one  sister,  Mrs.  Vivian 
Willis,  both  of  Vanceboro,  N.  C. 

Brother  Dave  as  he  was  so 
affectionately  known  was  born  on 
March  17,  1901.  His  parents  (both 
deceased)  were  Bryan  Franklin  and 
Mary  Ireland  Fulcher.  He  was  called 
by  God  from  a  life  of  sin  to 
salvation  on  April  30,  1927  and  like 
the  Great  Apostle  Paul  enjoyed 
witnessing  about  this  special 
occasion  in  his  life. 

Brother  Dave  and  Sister  Nora 
met,  fell  in  love  with  each  other 
and  on  August  18,  1933  were 
mai-ried  and  about  six  years  later 
after  having  been  sanctified  and 
filled  with  the  Holy  Spirit,  God 
visited  him  with  a  mighty  anointing 
and  called  him  into  the  ministry  to 
preach  the  unsearchable  riches  of 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  It  was  during 
the  time  that  Rev.  Jerome  Hodges 
was  Superintendent  that  Brother 
Dave  applied  to  the  Conference  for 
Mission  Worker's  License  in 
Kinston,  N.  C.  on  October  13,  1934 
and  they  were  granted  him  by  the 
district  conference. 

Brother  Dave  continued  his 
ministry  in  the  Pentecostal  Holiness 
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Church  preaching  whenever  and 
wherever  an  open  door  was  ex- 
tended and  on  October  25,  1937  in 
Goldsboro,  the  North  Carolina 
Conference  granted  him  local 
license  to  preach  and  two  years 
later  on  October  23,  1939  he  was 
ordained  to  the  ministry. 

Brother  Dave  during  his  long 
active  life  in  the  ministry  pastored 
Belhaven  (3  years).  Pink  Hill 
(Albritton)  (2  years),  Bear  Creek 
(Hood  Memorial),  Lowlands  (2 
years),  Hopewell  (2  years).  Spring 
Creek  (4  years).  Trinity  (4  years). 
Alliance  (2  years),  Verona  (2 
years),  Grifton  (1  year).  Goose 
Creek  (1  year).  Friendship  (8  years 
total),  Reelsboro  (10  years  total), 
Pinetown  (2  years),  and  Shelmer- 
dine  (5  months,  fill-in). 

Brother  Dave  retired  from  the 
active  ministry  as  Pastor  in  1966 
due  to  ill  health  but  continued  to 
preach  wherever  he  had  the  oppor- 
tunity and  even  during  this  time  he 
was  tremendously  used  of  God. 

In  1950  when  the  Pentecostal 
Holiness  Church  in  Vanceboro  was 
organized  Brother  Dave  and  his 
Brother  Paul  Fulcher  (deceased) 
put  up  personal  property  for  the 
money  which  was  necessary  in  the 
building  program  of  the  church. 
Not  only  did  Brother  Dave  give  his 
personal  financial  assistance  to  the 
building  of  the  church  but  he  gave 
of  many  years  of  experience  in 
directing  the  church  in  its  growth, 
always  working  harmoniously  with 
the  Pastor. 

Brother  Hall  during  the  funeral 
services  made  the  statement  that 
"Brother  Dave  was  one  person  who 
never  needed  to  make  an  apology 
for  he  was  always  cai'eful  in  his 
dealings  with  individuals  so  that  in 
his  actions  as  well  as  his  words  he 
maintained  the  Christ-like  life 
everyday."  "Thank  God  for  man 
who  lived  his  Christian  experience." 
The  Church  and  community 
thought  so  much  of  this  great  man 
that  at  Homecoming  in  1976  with 
Bishop  J.  A.  Synan  present  to  assist 
Rev.  C.  N.  Hall  the  new  fellowship 
building  was  dedicated  and  named 
"The  Davie  Fulcher  Fellowship 
Hall."  A  beautiful  portrait  and 
placjue  hang  in  the  building  in 
tribute  in  honor  of  him. 

At  the  age  of  77  on  Monday 
night,  April  10,  1978,  God  visited 
his  home  and  called  him  into  His 
Divine  Presence.  The  last  words 
Brother  Dave  spoke  was  to  his  wife, 
Nora  and  he  said,  "Honey,  this  is

I.  PROMOTION

Due  to  the  continued  growth  of 
the  North  Carolina  Conference  and 
apparent  need  for  more  office  space 
at  headquarters,  I  began  to  pray 
that  God  would  open  a  way  for  us 
to  add  an  addition  to  our  building. 
Without  a  lot  of  discussion  I  left  it 
in  the  hands  of  our  Lord  to  give  us 
something  to  present  to  the  Annual 
Conference.  One  day  a  letter  came 
from  Mrs.  Belton  Thompson  asking 
if  there  was  something  her  family 
could  do  for  a  memorial  to  her  late 
husband,  Belton  S.  Thompson.  This 
was  my  answer.  Note!  She  knew 
absolutely  nothing  about  the  need, 
but  God  did.  In  my  answer  to  her 
letter  I  described  the  need.  She  said 
they  would  give  a  designated 
amount.  The  Conference  Board 
authorized  me  to  draw  up  a  pur- 
posed print  of  the  annex.  This  was 
done,  and  presented  to  the  Confer- 
ence in  1976  for  them  to  view  and 
approve.  Through  the  great  vision 
of  that  conference  the  project  was 
adopted.  Due  to  time  and  weather, 
the  foundation  was  dug  and  laid  in 
the  early  months  of  1977,  to  be 
completed  and  in  use  for  the  first 
time  the  day  before  Harvest  Train 
1977. 

Since  the  building  was  approved 
at  Conference  time,  the  Conference 
board  set  "Dedication  Day"  for 
June  25,  at  1:45  P.  M.  The  crowds 
began  to  gather  a  little  early,  which 
included  ministers,  delegates, 
members  of  the  Conference  Board, 
and  Mrs.  Belton  Thompson,  with 
Mrs.  William  Clark  (Kathryn)  her 
youngest  daughter,  and  grand- 
mother, Mrs.  J.  E.  Wilson  who 
donated  the  beautiful  portrait  of 
Mr.  Thompson  which  hangs  in  the

sister,  and  Mr.  Bostic  were  present. 
Due  to  time  and  other  matters,  the 
three  other  daughters,  Mrs.  Gerald 
(Chris)  Jacobs,  Mrs.  G.  K.  (Jean)

worthy,  were  not  present.  But  their 
hearts  were  because  each  had 
graciously  given  toward  the  project. 

After  comments  by  Rev.  J.

VOTE  NO  ON  LIQUOR, 
HOLINESS  SAY 

FALCON— The  67th  annual 
session  of  the  N.  C.  Conference  of 
the  Pentecostal  Holiness  Church  has 
urged  its  members  to  vote  against 
liquor  by  the  drink  in  their  com- 
munities. 

The  conference  last  month  also 
went  on  record  against  the  local- 
option  mixed-drink  bill  that  was 
passed  by  the  General  Assembly. 
The  local  option  bill  allows 
counties  and  municipalities  with 
ABC  stores  to  vote  on  sale  of  liquor 
by  the  drink. 

The  conference  ordained  nine 
ministers,  received  six  ministers 
into  the  conference  —  which  in- 
cludes 157  churches  in  Eastern 
North  Carolina— and  elected 
officers.  The  Rev.  J.  Doner  Lee  was 
unanimously  re-elected  conference 
superintendent.

EVANGELISM  AND  LAY 
WITNESSING: 

A  total  Visitation  Program  is  the 
answer  to  many  of  the  needs  in  the 
total  church  today.   As  a  general 


rule,  implementation  of  a  successful 
visitation  program  is  not  easy. 
Neither  does  it  function  automati- 
cally. However,  without  one, 
churches  win  few  people  to  Christ 
and  the  Church. 

Perhaps  it  would  be  useful  to 
survey  the  meaning  and  history  of 
this  vital  ministry  called  visitation. 

The  word  "visit"  is  a  Latin 
derivative,  and  it  means  "to  go." 
Jesus  built  His  Church  to  Evan- 
gelize the  world.  He  gave  it  a 
specific  task— to  begin  in  Jerusalem, 
its  own  meighborhood.  He  gave  it  a 
plan  of  work— "Go  Ye."  So  visita- 
tion is  an  "on  purpose"  getting 
together  to  share  or  commune  on 
important  issues  or  subjects  and 
effect  a  change,  whether  of  habit, 
attitude  or  spiritual  desires. 

Visitation  originated  in  the  heart 
and  mind  of  God.  It  was  first  put 
into  operation  by  God  Himself  in 
the  Garden  of  Eden.  God  came  to 
"visit"  with  Adam  and  Eve  in  the 
cool  of  the  day.  His  visiting  did  not 
stop  with  the  committing  of  sin 
and  beginning  of  transgression. 
After  the  Fall,  God  came  calling 
and  seeking.  He  has  not  stopped 
yet.  He  still  visits  men— both  the 
redeemed  and  the  fallen.  He  who 
had  all  the  resources  of  the  universe 
at  His  command  chose  to  commune 
with  those  whom  He  loved  by 
personal  visitation.  The  scriptures 
are  filled  with  examples  of  His 
visitation— Abraham,  Moses  and 
Samuel,  to  name  a  few. 

Visitation  has  always  charac- 
terized successful  churches.  Since  it 
is  a  vital  part  of  the  church,  it  must 
be  elevated  to  a  place  of  im- 
portance in  the  activities  of  a 
church. 

Church  members  must  be  made 
aware  of  this  vital  link  to  church 
growth.  The  following  are  im- 
portant considerations  for  placing 


the  visitation  program  in  its  righ' 
role. 

1.  It  must  be  a  permanent  ] 
gram.  It  requires  constant 
aggressive  attention.  It  ni 
operate   every    week  of 
year. 

2.  It  must  be  as  much  a  par 
the  church  program  and 
regular  as  prayer  meet 
family  night  or  Sun 
worship  services.

Pentecostal  Holiness  Sunday  School 
brought  to  a  climax  its  Father  of 
the  Year  Campaign  with  a  rousing 
finish  and  a  tremendous  success  and 
increase  over  the  drive  for  1977. 
The  Father  of  the  Year  in  1977  had 
raised  $303.00  for  the  Tools  Pro- 
gram. However,  the  vision  was 
caught  and  someone  said  then,  "If 
cJl  of  us  had  worked,  we  could  have 
raised  over  $500.00."  With  that  in 
mind  our  Sunday  School  superin- 
tendent set  a  goal  of  $500.00  but 
also  expressed  a  hope  for  $1000.00 
to  be  raised  by  the  Sunday  School.

$1,186.00  had  been  raised  for  the 
Tools  program  (and  it  was  made 
out  to  $1,200.00)  with  Mr.  John 
Ed.  Jordan  being  honored  as  Father 
of  The  Year  by  raising  over 
$250.00.  Mr.  Jordan's  family  and 
friends  had  assisted  in  the  effort  in 
his  behalf.  Close  behind  Mr.  Jordan 
was  Mr.  W.  F.  Carr  whose  family 
and  friends  donated  over  $220.00 
toward  his  efforts  and  honorable 
mention  must  be  made  of  Mr. 
Cooper  Faircloth  for  whom 
$100.00  was  turned  in.  (Mr.  Fair- 
cloth  raised  almost  $100.00  in 
1977). 


The  enthusifistic,  cooperative 
effort  of  our  fine  people  at  the 
Clinton  Church  made  possible  the 
donation  of  a  check  in  the  amount 
of  $1,200.00  toward  the  Tools  pro- 
gram. We  believe  that  better 
equipped  missionaries  and 
evangelists  will  do  a  better  job  for 
the  Kingdom  of  God  and  the  Pente- 
costal Holiness  Church.  It  is  an 
honour  for  us  to  present  this  check 
to  the  General  Sunday  School 
Department  in  the  name  of  Mr. 
John  Ed.  Jordan. 

It  was  only  fitting  that  Brother 
Clark  also  help  us  in  honoring  our 
Sunday  School  Superintendent,  Mr. 
William  F.  Jackson,  as  the  Co- 
Superintendent  of  the  Year  for  the 
N.  C.  Conference,  and  a  Top  Ten 
Superintendent.  (The  Father  of  the 
Year  Campaign  was  designed, 
planned  and  promoted  by  Mr.  Jack- 
son in  1977  and  adopted  by  the 
General  Sunday  School  Dept.  for 
1978).

Dear  Fellow  Church  Worker: 

The  growth  of  the  Sunday  School  movement  across  our  nation 
and  world  over  the  years  is  a  measure  of  the  devotion  of  untold 
thousands  of  men  and  women  who  have  recognized  the  worth  of 
studying  the  Holy  Scriptures  and  who  have  given  themselves 
unstintingly  to  teaching  others.

More  than  twenty-five  (25)  years 
have  passed  since  I  met  T.  Macon 
Spencer  for  the  first  time.  I  was 
impressed  with  his  cordial  manners 
and  spontaneous  smile.  He  gave  me 
his  story  as  to  how  he  had  been 
converted,  sanctified  and  filled  with 
the  Holy  Spirit.  He  had  visited 
among  a  number  of  churches  and 
made  his  decision.  He  wanted  to 
become  a  minister  in  the  Pente- 
costal Holiness  Church.  In  August 
of  1951  this  became  an  accom- 
plished fact.  From  that  time  on 
until  the  day  of  his  death  we  had  a 
cordial  and  brotherly  association. 

I  found  him  to  be  a  Christian 
gentleman  of  the  highest  type.  He 
was  a  man  that  had  convictions  and 
the  courage  to  stand  by  them.  The 
people  in  all  the  churches  where  he 
served  and  in  his  hometown 
respected  him  for  his  Christian 
stand. 

Even  under  severe  pressure  his 
high  standards  of  holiness  were  not 
tarnished.  His  fellow  ministers  and 
townsmen,  knowing  his  position 
and  beliefs,  called  on  him  to  fill 
their  pulpits  and  lead  in  their 
meetings.  The  manifestation  of  this 
respect  was  manifested  in  the  large 


attendance  at  his  funeral. 

More  than  fifty  of  his  own 
church  ministers  paid  tribute  to 
him  by  being  present  and  partici- 
pating in  the  last  rites.  I  do  not 
know  how  many  said,  "A  good  man 
has  gone  and  we  will  miss  him."  He 
was  a  brother,  a  neighbor  and 
friend,  but  now  he  is  gone,  but  if 
we  are  faithful  to  God  we  shall 
meet  him  again  where  night,  sor- 
row, and  parting  is  not  known.

It  was  from  the  continuation  of 
this  mighty  out-pouring  of  the  Holy 
Spirit  that  in  reality  brought  into 
being  the  Hope  Mills  Pentecostal 
Holiness  Church  as  well  as  the  other 
churches  in  the  denomination. 

Three  months  have  passed  since 
the  conference  in  Falcon  was  held 
and  Mavis  and  I  accepted  the  chal- 
lenge by  the  Appointment  com- 
mittee to  come  to  Hope  Mills  which 
had  been  under  the  N.  C.  Con- 
ference Evangelism  Department 
supplement  program.  We  prayed 
much  about  this  before  we 
accepted  the  appointment.  We  had 
not  been  in  Hope  Mills  long  before 
we  realized  that  this  appointment 
could  very  well  be  the  greatest 
pastoral  appointment  of  our  entire 
ministry,  but  at  the  same  time  we 
knew  that  with  God  nothing  is 
impossible. 

From  the  first  service  until  now 
we  have  ministered  to  the  people 
on  the  subject  "Miracles  of  Pente- 
cost," and  sharing  with  them  the 
fact  that  unity  of  the  Spirit, 
walking  and  living  in  the  Spirit, 
relying  upon  the  Holy  Spirit  in  all 
departments  of  the  church  will 
bring  results  in  God's  work. 

During  these  three  brief  months 
we  have  had  in  the  regular  services 
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about  10  definite  experiences  with 
three  of  our  church  leaders  experi- 
encing the  Baptism  of  the  Holy 
Spirit.  We  have  baptized  12  in 
water  with  six  uniting  with  the 
church. 

With  the  assistance  of  the  Holy 
Spirit  we  are  doing  all  that  is 
possible  to  do  in  communicating 
with  and  involving  people  in  the 
work  of  the  church.  This  has  led  to 
monthly  church  leadership  con- 
ferences and  quarterly  business 
meetings,  a  time  in  which  church 
leaders  and  members  of  the  congre- 
gation come  together  in  time  of 
fellowship  and  planning  for  the 
work  of  the  church.
